The nation observes today, May I, as Law Day. 
Let us not. suggests Jacob Filchsberg, chairman 
of public affairs of the American Trial Lawyers Asso­ 
ciation. observe U w Day with the usual pulpiteering 
for respect for the law.

One of them is for justice. 
The U.S. Supreme Court, he reminds us. has recent­ 
ly enlarged the list of safeguards owed to those accused 
of crime. There has l>een a public reaction against some 
of the court’s protection of the accused as excessive, but 
the Gideon case reminds us that the law can be a mock­ 
ery when it is not applied as effectively for the poor as 
for the rich. 
Nor should we think of justice in term s of just the 
operation of the criminal law. Justice is involved in so 
many other things. It is involved in civil rights of which 
Americans have heard so much clamor. Tt is involved in 
eouality of educational opoortunitv. in living wages, in 
health services and many other things.
